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Senior citizens ‘grow young

SAN DIEGO—“Old age is the only period of life with 
no apparent future.” 


Those words, spoken by the narrator in a film 
about the University of San Diego’s University of the 
Third Age, are being disputed and disproven by the 
57 senior citizens taking part in this year’s six-week 
program. ‘ 

Modeled after-a program developed at the 


University of Toulouse, France, the University of the . 


Third Age was instituted last summer by USD’s 
Continuing Education Department as a pilot project 
to work with a non-traditional student segment 
described as the “third age.” 


IN A BOOKLET about last year’s program, the first 
age is said to be “growing up,” the second “growing 
old,” and the third “growing young.” 

Malachi Rafferty, director of the Continuing 
Education Department, said the goal of the 
University of the Third Age is stimulation, not 
education. 


“We want to get on out of their doldrum 


environment and into a program that might 
stimulate them to new activity,” Rafferty said. 


The president of USD, Dr. Author Hughes, said the.

DR. 2. HUGHES SAID the credit foe bringing the Third 
Age program to USD goes to Victor Krulak, a retired 
Marine Corps lieutenant general and former vice- 
. president of Copley Newspapers. 


Krulak had heard about the Toulouse program, 
and went to France to investigate it. Convinced of the 
value of the concept, he returned to San Diego and 
contacted the University of San Diego. 


After much discussion between Krulak and the 
USD administration, it was resolved in April 1978 
that a pilot University of the Third Age project would 
be conducted on the USD campus that summer. 


’ Rafferty was placed in overall charge and Krulak 
agreed to prepare a detailed daily program) and 
procure speakers from the community. 


AN IMPORTANT PART of the Toulouse program 
was the inclusion of volunteers from among the 
university's undergraduate student body, about one 
for each 10 seniors, to share every part of the course. 


Dr. Patricia Fuelner, associate professor of 
sociology at USD, was chosen to handle selection 
and supervision of the undergraduate participants in 
the USD program. 


Dr. Fuelner said the undergraduates are in the 


- program to add an intergenerational aspect to it. 


“In this country age groups are becoming 
segregated,” she said. “There is very little contact 
between seniors and young people because each 
group lives apart from the other. Seniors live near 
seniors and young people live near young people.” 

DR. FUELNER selected six undergraduates for the 
program. ; 

Meanwhile, USD had a lunch for members of the 
news media, who proceeded to spread the word 
about the University of the Third Age. 

“The response from the public was fantastic,” 
Rafferty said. “We received close to 600 phone calls. 
Of those, 392 people asked for applications.”

Rafferty said 278 applications were submitted for 
the 1978 program. ‘ 


Krulak said the applicants were screened three 
times, and measured against the criteria of apparent 


need, ability to contribute and deduced ability to get © 


along in a group. 
Fifty-five seniors, with an average age of 63, were 
chosen for the program. 


ON:JULY 24, 1978, the University of the Third Age 
made its American debut. 


By the time the program ended six weeks later, the 
Third Agers had heard 45 different lecturers speak 
on 52 subjects. They had also engaged in a daily 
physical exercise program and had received about 
25 hours of instruction in either basic French or 
Spanish conversation. 


According to Rafferty, the 1978 program was an 
unqualified success. 


This year’s program began on July 9 and will run 
through Aug. 16. Graduation is scheduled for Aug.

exercise program and receives either French or 
Spanish lessons. 


All of the Third Agers seem pleased with the 
program. When questioned, their responses ranged 
from, “I think it’s the greatest,” to “I’m enjoying it 
tremendously,” to “It’s absolutely beautiful.” 


JIM ABBOTT, one of the undergraduates, said he 
knew the program would be interesting, but he 
“didn’t think it would be as much fun as it is. The 
program is about as perfect as you can get it,” he 
added. 


Both Dr. Hughes and Rafferty said the program will 
continue. 

“We are glad USD is involved in the University of 
the Third Age,” Dr. Hughes said. “It provides a much- 
needed service to the community.” 


“We will definitely continue to do it,” Rafferty said. 


JOHN DONOHUE, a retired child psychiatrist who 
looks like Santa Claus, said the program is a good 
one, because “the only way to stave off senility is to 
keep using your mind.” 


This seems to be in agreement with a statement by 
Krulak that “there is, indeed, a vast reservoir of 
energy, productivity and wisdom latent'in America’s 
elderly, waiting only for programs like this to set it 
free.” 


Krulak added that the graduates of the University 
of the Third Age “will live longer, more happily and 
more meaningfully” because of the program. 


If that is true, old age may suddenly have a future.

TORONTO—Mass attendance is improving in Canada, 
according to a recent Gallup poll, which showed 53 
percent of the Catholic sampling had attended mass 
within the preceding week compared to 46 percent in last 
year’s survey. 


LOS ANGELES—The United Farm Workers of America 
will expand its lettuce boycott unless the strike is 
resolved, according to UFW president Cesar Chavez. He 
told a group of clergy and religious in Los Angeles it is 
becoming clear the growers have no intention of Settling 
with the union. 

WASHINGTON—The Carter administration has asked 
Congress for $207 million in new aid for Indochinese 
refugees, and Congress, which has been lukewarm 
toward the refugees in the past, has moved quickly to 
approve the funds. 

GUATEMALA CITY—Guatemalan educators and 
religious voiced solidarity with the people of Nicaragua 
“in the struggle to establish a society in which peace, 
justice and love prevail.” 

ROME—Two leading Christian organizations in Ghana 
warned the ruling military government that it could 
“make martyrs of people who may not deserve that 
honor” if trials of former leaders are not conducted fairly 
_ and publicly.

Pope John Paul II will help improve their situation in the 
Soviet Union, according to a New York Times article.

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Black culture unaccepted 
by church, liturgist says

SAN DIEGO—"“If the rest of the church 
were open to the black experience, it 
would find a deeper truth about its own 
faith through that experience,” declared a 
noted black priest-liturgist-composer- 
author-playwright-lecturer. 


In a Southern Cross interview, Father 
Clarence Joseph Rivers, of the Cincinnati 
archdiocese, said the black experience in 
worship offers the church “a different 
perspective, a better view of a multi- 
faceted gem.” 


A SHORT, bearded man with a shaved 
head, Father Rivers, who has charisma, 
speaks enthusiastically and directly, 
expecially about matters close to his 
heart, such as liturgy, the church and its 
acceptance of blacks and their culture. 


“The black culture offers a sense of 
presence of God everywhere, because in 
African religion, spirits of God were 
thought to be. present in special water, 
rocks and trees,” he explained. 


But, “black culture is unaccepted in 
Roman Catholic worship unless it comes 
with a white face on it,” Father Rivers 
asserted. 


“THE CHURCH at large thinks of blacks 
involved in liturgy as soft-shoe dance 
comedians,” the black liturgist charged. 


Some of his hymns, such as “Glory to 
God,” Father Rivers added, are sung by the 
church at large at weekly masses and 
charismatic prayer groups without 
knowing that they developed from black 
culture. 

“My music broke a traditional barrier,” 
he said, “but was it accepted as a black 
contribution to the church? No! It started a 
white folk music renaissance.” 


FATHER RIVERS, was in San Diego last 
weekend to conduct a lecture program 
sponsored by the San Diego Diocesan 
Commission for Black Catholics. 

Ordained in 1956 as the first black 
priest ordained for the Cincinnati 


archdiocese, Father Rivers, atthe request . 


of the late Archbishop Karl J. Alter, began 
using his artistic talents to promote active 
congregational participation in the liturgy 
in the early 1960s. 


A pioneer in the introduction of Afro- 
American culture into Catholic worship, 
Father Rivers’ main compositions include 
“An American Mass Program,” for which 
he was awarded a gold medallion by the 
Catholic Art Association, ‘A Mass 
Dedicated to the Brotherhood of Man,” 
and “Resurrection.” 


HE HAS WRITTEN four books and has

written a musical play entitled “Turn Me 
Loose.” 


In addition to the many liturgical 
workshops and lectures he presents, his 
main efforts are focused on producing a 
series for public television, ‘‘The 
Continuity of African Culture in the 
Western Hemisphere.” 


A priest who says that just because a 


person studies liturgy does not make him ~ 


a liturgist, Father Rivers is highly critical of 
many of the liturgical reforms, which he 
calls “poppycock.” 


“THERE HAS BEEN a cheapening of 
the liturgy,” he declares. “Listen to the 
official language of the liturgy. It’s not 
good English.” 

He-finds most of the liturgies “bland, 
insipid and tasteless. The idea of a good 
liturgy by a bunch of kids plucking pitfully

on guitars is—well, who needs it?” he 
asked, his voice rising to a crescendo. 

“You go to church to be inspired. It’s not 
supposed to be an amateur hour, but it is 
an amateur hour.” 

FATHER RIVERS said priests are not 
taught to preach or pray and that both the 
priests and people are not taught the skills 
of performing a meaningful liturgy. 

“Liturgy is a complexity of art that has to

‘He will be missed’ 


SAN BERNARDINO—Msgr. John Bland, 
73, pastor emeritus of the former Holy 
Rosary parish, now Our Lady of the Rosary 
Cathedral, died Sunday night in his sleep. 


His death was discovered on Monday 
morning when he failed to show up for his 
customary 6:30 a.m. mass at the 
cathedral. . 


A ROSARY was held Wednesday night, 
and the mass of resurrection was set for 
10:30 a.m. Thursday, Aug. 2, at the 
cathedral. San Diego Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez was to be the principal 
celebrant, as Bishop Phillip F. Straling of 
San Bernardino is away on vacation. 


Burial was to follow in San Bernardino’s 
Mt. View Cemetery. 


Msgr. John J. Bradley, San Barnerdins 
diocesan vicar general said, Msgr. Bland 
“will be missed. The simplicity of his life 
was his sermon. He always retained a 
simple type of faith and he was very simple 
in his tastes and his lifestyle.” 


GEORGE WEBSTER, a long-time friend, . 
’ was one of the parishioners who went to 


Msgr. Bland’s home to investigate when 
the prelate did not show up for mass. 


Webster said he woutd never forget the 
influence Msgr. Bland had on his life. “If 
ever there was a priest who commanded 
the respect of people, it was Msgr. John 
Patrick Bland.” 


Born in Ireland on St. Patrick’s Day of 
1906, Msgr. Bland was ordained a priest 
for the diocese of San Diego on June 4, 
1939, in Wexford, Ireland. A late vocation, 
he was 33 at the time of his ordination. 

HIS FIRST assignment was assistant 


pastor at Our Lady of Guadalupe, Chino, in 
1939. 


The following year he served as 
assistant at Holy Rosary parish. Later, he 
assisted at St. Edward, Corona, before 
becoming administrator for St. Joan of 
Arc, Blythe, 1943-45. 


He became a pastor for the first time in 
1945 at St. Anne, Needles. He served 
there for three years before being 
transferred to St. Joseph, Big Bear Lake. 


FROM 1948 to 1953, he was pastor of St. 
Rained; San Jacinto, and then served at 
Holy Family, San 
- Diego, from 1953-59, 
- when he returned to 
San Bernardino as 
Holy Rosary pastor. 


The late Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy 
named Msgr. Bland 
, Vicar Forane (dean) 
of the Needles area in 
1948. in 1961, he was 
named a domestic 
prelate (monsignor)

In 1968, Msgr. Bland was named Vicar

absent) and episcopal vicar 
at large for the Spanish- 
speaking people of the 
diocese. 


Also, Msgr. O’Donoghue 
is vicar general for reli- 
gious, and Father William E. 
Elliott is episcopal vicar for 
education.

1980) was sent to your office and was 
cleared through the bank, so! know you 
received it. 

| am willing to pay my subscription 
once, but not twice. It is unfortunate 
that you are unable to be selective and 
only bill those readers who are in 
arrears or those whose subscriptions 
are currently due. It is poor public 
relations, and coming along with the 
increase in rates adds another 
irritation. 

Were this done by a secular 
publication, | would cancel my 
subscription and look elsewhere for my 
information. As it is, you are the only 
source of communication in the 
diocese so we have no choice. 


The wording following your check 
box presumes that everyone is 
delinquent for the past six months.

Surely not everyone!! 


To those who do not read the fine 
print and just pay the bill, it probably is 
going to come as a shock when you bill 
us again in six months. Then, I'll bet, 
they will wonder what you’re up to— 
great for public relations! 


A note of explanation would have 
been polite and smart. You left no 
allowance, as some bill collectors do, 
with a note to excuse if this had already 
been paid. ; 


| pondered: before handling this item 
in this manner because | hope my 
pastor isn’t going to pay for my 
subscription when it has already been 
paid. That would make me irate enough 
to want to not see your paper again. 


Perhaps in the future you'll give some 
consideration to the feelings of the 
recipients of your communications. If 
you want gifts/donations to stay 
solvent, or want advance subscription 
money for the same reason, be honest 
enough to say so and don't “pull this 
kind of trick.” 


Bad public relations it is, but it was not 
intentional. Our belated note of explana- 
tion: 

We have 44,000 homes receiving the 
Southern Cross. All of these names are 
maintained on a computer. Each time we 
publish an issue of the Southern Cross, 
44,000 mailing labels are printed and 
affixed to the copies of the paper. Outside 
of this function, the computer is not 
programmed to help us in any other way. 
And it is obvious we need help. 

In the past a primitive form of book- 
keeping has been used. It was very 
simple—we would bill the people and they 


would pay. No one really checked. No 
records were kept as to who was paying 
what and for how long. This had been going 
on for years. One staff member said “each 
year we would send out envelopes and 
each year a number of the subscribers 
would complain about the paper’s bad 
record-keeping practices.” 


Those days are over. We apologize to all 
our faithful readers who have experienced 
some type of difficulty with the paper and 
its subscription practices. 


Within the next few months all of our 
subscription billing will be fully computer- 
ized. We will be able to tell the, date 
payment was received, amount paid, 
parish to receive credit and how long you 
wish to receive the paper. 


No more inconveniences will be caused 
to you by the Southern Cross. 


Bear with us. Changes are coming, 
changes for the good.

Court unwilling to bend on tax credits 


Recognizing painful faces is a 
necessary first step toward acquiring 
wisdom. That highly moral thought now 
seems to be the order of the day on the 
subject of tuition tax credits. » 


Several weeks ago the Supreme Court 
delivered what may very well have been 
the coupe de grace for tax credits. 


ARGUMENTS about the merits of the 
scheme will continue. So, presumably, will 
efforts to secure enactments of a federal 
tax credit law. But they don’t count for 
much any more. 


As a result of a one-sentence order 
handed down by the Supreme Court on 
May 29, the jig is up for tax credits, at least 
for the forseeable future. 


And supporters of the plan might as well 
get used to the idea. 


TRUE, THE COURT'S action dealt witha 
tax deduction—not a tax credit—law 
enacted by the New Jersey legislature in 
1976. But the constitutional difference 
between a deduction and acredit is slim to 
the vanishing point. 


‘In sustaining a lower court ruling 
against the New Jersey tax deduction—a 
ruling based on typical church-state. 
considerations—the high court dealt a 


_ probable death blow to federal tax credits. 


There is, it must be admitted, a slender 
possibility that the Supreme Court would 
take a different view of credits which 
applied only to higher education costs. 


Seventy-three students at Cornell 
University recently took a field trip to 
Resorts International, a popular gambling 
hall in Atlantic City, to learn first hand how 
the house detaches the bankroll from the 
customer while giving him the impression 
he is having a good time. 


The students are enrolled in a course 


called Casino Management and such , 


field trips are deemed essential. Casinos 


_ are the fastest growing area of the 


hospitality industry—17 are being 
developed in Atlantic City and 15 states 
are considering legalizing gambling. 

SAID PROFESSOR Don Whitehead who 
runs the course: “Corneil likes to feel that 
it’s a leader.” 


Well, that’s how | feel about Loyola in 
New Orleans where | teach journalism.

FOR REASONS most people find hard to 
fathom, the court professes to find 
constitutionally important differences 
between church-related higher education 
and church-related elementary and 
secondary education. 


But higher education tax credits, too, 
must now be rated a long shot. And as for 
elementary and secondary, the chances 
there are nil. 


Even if a budget-conscious Congress 
could be persuaded to pass a bill, even if 
President Carter, an opponent up to now, 
could somehow be coaxed into not vetoing 
it—the legislation would almost certainly 
fall victim to the separationist views of six 
of the Supreme Court’s present nine 
members. 


THIS IS A BITTER pill to swallow. Forthe 
past two years many hopes—hopes both 
of financially pressed parents and of non- 
public educators—have been riding on 
the fate of federal tax credits . for 
education. ; 


Last year a bill came close to winning 
the approval of Congress. 


The legislation died in the warning days — 


of the session, victim of an impasse tinged 
with anti-Catholicism between the Senate, 
which would accept tax credits only for 
higher education, and the House, which 
wanted a bill reaching at least to the 
secondary level. 


AS A RESULT of the good showing in 
1978, there was considerable optimism 


If gambling casinos are the wave of the 
future, employment-wise—as any student 
of mine would get an F for writing—then 
Loyola ought to be right up there supplying 
the demand. 


WE COULD START off with two 
beginning couses: “Foundations of Dice 
Handling” and “Dealing the Deck—Theory 
and Practice.” As for tuition fees every 
student who registers would have the 
chance to roll for double or nothing. 


Besides, New Orleans was the gambling 
capital of America before Atlantic City had 
a boardwalk much less acasino. It’s where 
craps got its name. 

Seems when New Orleans was still a 
French city back in 1800, Bernard de 
Marigny introduced dice gambling from 
France. 


See Bill McNamara for 
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about the prospects of getting legislation 
through Congress sooner of later. 


A New York Times-CBS News poll early 
this year showed 60 percent of the 
American people in support of tax credits. 


And in April Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan of New York, the plan's leading 
congressional proponent, was greeted 
with a roar of applause from 18,000 
Catholic educators attending the National 
Catholic Educational Association 
convention when he bravely declared: 


“IF WE DO NOT get tuition tax credits or 
other comparable form of aid for non- 
public school education, it will be 
necessary to make it an issue in the 1980 
presidential election.” 


Now six of the nine men who make up - 


the Supreme Court have, to all intents and 
purposes, turned tax credits into a non- 
issue. 


This is.a cruel turn of events. But it 
would be more cruel to pretend 
differently. 


PAINFUL IRONIES abound. 


All along the beauty of the tax credit 
approach has been its apparent ability to 
deliver financial assistance where it 
is needed—to the-parents of school 
children—while sidestepping the 
constitutional objects to direct public aid 
to church-related schools. 


Now it is clear the Supreme Court does 
not see it that way. Why? Lawyers will

AT THAT TIME Anglo Mississippi river 
boatmen referred to Frenchmen as 
Johnny Crapaud—toad, not frog—and 
rolling dice as Johnny Crapaud’s game. 
Thus abbreviated—craps. 


In more recent times New Orleans’ St. 
Charles Hotel was the scene of a sky- 
high poker game that rivalled the 
legendary California game immortalized 
by the late William Randolph Hearst when 
he was a youth. 


In that one a visiting Easterner, trying to 
impress Hearst and his fellow players, 
slapped down $10,000 and demanded to 
sit in. Said Hearst: “Give the gentleman 


- one white chip.” 


THE NEW ORLEANS game pitted a 
Creole aristocrat against another visiting 
Yankee in a climatic hand from which the 
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spend much time and ink arguing about 
that. 


BUT WHEN ALL is said and done, the 
common sense answer is probably best: 
tax credits are unconstitutional because 
the Supreme Court says so. And the 
Supreme Court has the power to make it 
stick. 


Facing facts may be a virtue, but despair 
isn’t. Yet the element of hope in this 
gloomy picture has to be a long term one. 

Mainly it lies in the possibility—no more 
than that—that, as the membership of the 
court changes over the next few years, 
so will its thinking on tax credits. 


MEANWHILE, it seems, it would be folly 
to push for enactment of federal 
legislation. 


For the ugly likelihood is that, even if by 
some miracle such a bill became law, the 
high court would strike it down in short 
order and set yet another damaging 
precedent in the process. 


_ All of which leaves church-related 
schools, their students, and their 
students’ parents exactly where they have 
been for a long time with respect to 
government assistance—with few 
exceptions, on the outside looking in. 


The schools, the students, and the 
parents have good reason to be angry. But 
anger, it appears, is very nearly the only 
thing that six of nine justices of the 
Supreme Court are willing to allow them.

Prayer is a gift from God which flows 
quietly from within, gracing all we touch: 
“For when we cannot choose in order to 
pray properly, the Spirit himself expresses 
our plea in a way that could never be put 
into words” (Romans 8:26). 


Since prayer is not only a gift but also a 
relationship, it must be pursued with 
gentle determination. As a gift and a 
relationship prayer cannot be pressured 
or rushed. 


THE DESIRE for prayer is already a gift 
from God. We could not desire God unless 
God himself were already present as 
desirable. 


It often begins with an inexpressible 
experience of peace which comes over us 
like an invitation to quiet intimacy with 
God. Usually our first inclination ‘is to 
grasp at the experience and try to force it 
to last. The very grasping, however, tends 
to destroy the experience. 


Usually the experience comes totally 
unbidden, from out of nowhere, much like 
the wind (John 3:8). It can happen while 
we are rushing about trying to do our duty 
that a gentle peace will come over us that 
invites us to divine intimacy. 

THE GOD OF this experience is not to be 
controlled, however, for he .is sovereign 
and utterly above our demands. Unless we 
learn to sit silently and receive this grace

of God’s presence we run the risk of 
destroying the grace by an inappropriate 
response. 


The response which, in any way, 
assumes _a right to control God is 
inappropriate. We need to relax in pure 
gratitude and bow before the mystery of 
the sovereign to allow him full reign. 


We begin, then, with an experience of 
peace as an invitation from God to pray. 
When we try to grasp at it and control itthe 
gift disappears. However, when we least 
expect it, the gift returns inviting us once 
more to depend on God. 


IF WE LEARN something of the true 
value of the gift and give the pursuit of 
interior peace a high priority in our life the 
gift tends to stay around awhile. 


Then we often fall into the same mistake 
of believing that our self-discipline and 
efforts at achieving personal peace are the 
cause of the experience. Once more the 
gift disappears. 


Until, finally, at last, we recognize our 
dependence. 


WE BEGIN, at this point, toapproachthe 
condition of true contemplatives. As we 
become habituated to the interior attitude 
that God is first and all | am able to do 
depends on God, alt our actions take on-a 
gentle atmosphere of repose.

Peace is the prayer

No one says you have to like Pauline Mass 


Jesus said “No man can serve two 
masters.” Pope Pius V said the Mass of 
Trent will be the only mass allowed in the 
Western Church until the end of time. 
Pope Paul VI said in effect, “Boloney!” | say 


we can’t have it both ways. What is your 
Opinion in the everyday language of the 


people. One of these popes is a liar. 
Which? 


In the everyday language of the people, 
it’s unbelievable that this question is still 
being asked seriously. Moreover, the 
phrasing of the question indicates that the 
writer can envisage only a win-lose 
situation, not considering that even in the 
case of popes when a person says he is 
right it does not necessarily follow that the 
cther person is wrong. Both parties can be 
right from their respective points of view. 


Pius V did what he thought was best for 
the church in the 16th Century and Paul VI 
did what he thougnt was best for the 20th 
Century. The bottom lihe in the con- 
troversy over the Tridentine versus 
Pauline Mass might well be the classic 
statement: “Roma locuta, causa finita!” 


Sunday Readings 


(“Rome has spoken, the case is ended!”), 
or, as Archie Bunker would put it: “Case 
closed!” 


| frankly appeal to the “argument from 
authority” because my experience has 
shown that no amount of historical/theo- 
logical/sociological/cultural reasoning 
can overcome an emotional outrage that 
has ‘obviously but unconsciously arisen 
from a combination of nostalgia, 
insecurity and fear of change. 


However, let’s have one more goat it and 
concentrate on the emotional angle. 
Whenever we face a new situation, both 
the head and the heart are involved, and it 
is vital to recognize this if we are going to 
have peace of mind. 


Let me use a real life experience: As an 
older priest (verily, verily) and musician, | 
sometimes pine for “the good old days” of 
Latin, incense and mystery. They have 
been replaced by the so-called “folk 
mass” which almost always is not “folk” in 
the technical sense and | have my doubts 
about whether a good deal of itis music at 
all, a concern that seems to be reinforced 


by the tawdry twangings of the occasional 
combo who learned to play the guitar in 
three lessons and are determined to prove 
their fly-by-night virtuosity. 

In short, as you have astutely observed, 
the “folk mass” usually does not arouse 


-* mystical sentiments within my psyche. . 


But the point and the distinction is this: | 
accept this type of mass with my head 
because there are people who enjoy it and 
because a well-done folk mass does bring 
people together, at least in theory. And 
therefore | will never refuse to preside over 
such a celebration. But this does not mean 
that deep down in my heart of hearts | 
must like it. 


So people who are disturbed over the 
abrogation of the Tridentine Mass really 
should examine carefully their reasons. 
Theologically they do not have a leg to 
stand on: the “new” mass is essentially the 
same as was before; the good old days are 
not coming back so they may as well get 
used to the situation—that’s using the 
head. No one has decreed that you have to 
like the Pauline Mass. 


But wouldn't your life be happier if you’d 


just accept the fact that verbal assaults 
lead to untimely apoplexy? 


In some churches everyone says the 
prayer, “Through him, with him, in him” at 


the urging or at least invitation of the 


celebrant. What way is correct? 
The General Instruction clearly states: 


“The doxology of the eucharistic prayer . 


may be sungor said by the celebrant alone 
or by all the concelebrants with him.” The 
faithful are to join in with the great 
“Amen.” 


It has been suggested that the practice 
mentioned above “has been introduced 
because the meaning of the Amen has not 
been adequately explained—the 
affirmation of all that has taken place in 
the great prayer of thanksgiving—and 
because little care has been shown in the 


‘preparation and use of suitable musical 


settings for the Amen.”

Feeding the faithful with the ‘bread of life’ 


August 5, Eighteenth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time (Exodus 16:2-4, 12-15; Ephesians 
4:17, 20-24; John 6:24-35). 

Bread is food. That is the simplest and 
truest statement that can be made about 
bread. But that very simple and very true 
statement can have a depth of meaning 
that “those of little faith” (Matthew 16:8) 
fail to grasp. 


Only the open mind and open heart can , 


manage the notion that food for the soul 
can also be called bread. 


SEVERAL TIMES Jesus had to rebuke 
his disciples because of this inability to 
understand the deeper meaning of 
Spiritual bread. 


He talked about the “leaven of the 
Pharisees and the leaven of Herod” and 
they thought he was referring to the fact 
that they only had one loaf of bread with 
then in the boat (Mark 8:14-21). A narrow 
mind doesn’t admit of broad ideas. 


These remarks are prompted, of course, 
by the gospel reading. Jesus clearly states 


there that his followers “should not be 
working for perishable food (physical 
bread) but for food that remains unto life 
eternal.” 


THIS IS a typical Semitic statement in 
which the absolute denial of one part 
serves to reinforce the affirmation of the 
other part. In other words, Jesus isn’t 
really condemning manual labor to gain a 
living; he is saying that it cannot be 
compared to the higher goal of life. 


Jesus identifies this higher goal as 
“food,” as “the bread of life,” as “manna.” 
What does he mean by this? 


Later on, as we'll see in the following 
weeks, he means his own flesh and blood. 
But here he is talking about believing in 
him, about accepting his words. 

BREAD, OR MANNA, is identified with 
the revelation that he brings from the 
Father. 

There is -a precedent for this 
understanding of food as the Word of God. 
In the book of Isaiah (c. 55) the faithful , 
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ones are told not to spend their money on 
bread that cannot satisfy. Rather, they are 
invited to buy the food that costs nothing, 
but that delights them “in fatness.” 


The entire chapter shows that the 
author is speaking of the Word of God. 


OUR FIRST reading, from Exodus, 
records how God provided the Israelites in 
the desert with manna. Was he thinking, | 
too, of God’s revelation, of his words of 
wisdom? Not likely. Physically hungry. 
Israelites would need physical sustenance 
before they could appreciate the deeper 
meaning. 

But the church-has this deeper meaning 
in mind when she gives us the reading as 
the counterpart of the gospel reading. 


And ‘she, too, has a precedent in 
proposing this meaning. In the book of 


- Wisdom, composed much later. than 


Exodus, the author speaks of the manna 
in the desert as “your word that preserves 
those who believe in you” (16:26). 


SO, GOD FIRST shows his ‘loving 


concern for his people by satisfying their 
physical hunger. But he wants them to 
know a deeper hunger, a hunger for his 
word. 

The manna that satisfied the physical 
hunger now becomes the “bread of life,” 
“the true bread from heaven” which Jesus 
brings to those who believe. 


The human spirit will never be 
completely satisfied by the “leaven of the 
Herods,” that is, by all the good things this 
world’s wealth can provide. It wants more 
than that, even when it doesn't know what 
that “more” really is. 

THIS IS WHY the church has always 
been concerned not only to “preach” the 
word that will change minds and hearts, 
but also to “teach” the word that will make 
those minds and hearts grow to maturity. 


From the sermons of the Fathers to the 
manuscripts of the monks to the stained 
glass windows of the Middle Ages to the 
catechisms of our modern age the one 
concern has been to feed the faithful with 
the “bread of life.”* — -

Vatican reaffirms belief in heaven, hell, purgatory

VATICAN CITY (NC)—Is there life after 
death? 


“Yes,” declared the Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
in a recent letter to the world’s bishops. 


The letter, which was approved by Pope 
John Paul II, who ordered its publication, 
strongly reaffirmed the church's belief in: 


=The resurrection of the. dead; 
—The resurrection of the whole person, 


—Survival after death of “a spiritual 
element” in which “the ‘human. self’ 
subsists” in what has traditionally been 
called the soul; 


—The meaningfulness of the church's 
“prayers, her funeral rites and the 
‘religious acts offered for the dead”; 

—“The glorious manifestation of our 
Lord, Jesus Christ” as something “distinct 
and deferred with respect to the situation 
of people immediately after death”, 


—The assumption of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary and Mary's glorification having a 
meaning as “an anticipation of the 
glorification that is the destiny of all the 
other elect”; ; 


—What have traditionally been called 
heaven, hell and purgatory, namely “the 
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happiness of the just who will one day be 
with Christ...eternal punishment for the 
sinner (and)...the possibility of a 
purification for the elect before they see 
God.” 


The doctrinal congregation warned 
against “arbitrary imaginative representa- 
tions” of what is involved in life after death. 


“Excess of this kind is a major cause of 
the difficulties that Christian faith often 
encounters,” it said. 


THE CONGREGATION indicated it was 
not so much concerned about current 
theological research or writing, but about 
the “unintentional effect” some of this 
may have on Catholics who “no longer find 
the vocabulary they are used to and their 
familiar ideas.” 2 


The congregation commented, “there is 
no question here. of restricting or 
preventing the theological research that 
the faith of the church needs and from 
which it should profit.” 


But, it told the bishops, “this does not 
permit any omission of the duty to 
safeguard promptly the faith of Christians 
on points called into doubt.” 

THE TONE OF the doctrinal congrega- 
tion’s letter was remarkably positive in 
comparison with many documents 
issuing from that body in the past. 
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It contained no ringing denunciations of 
specific theological teachings. 


The congregation’s statement focused 
on teaching Catholics the whole, complete 
doctrine of the church concerning life 
after death. 


IN ADDRESSING the pastoral 
responsibilities of bishops in this area, the 
congregation called for “painstaking 
vigilance” by “a diocesan or national 
doctrinal commission” concerning 
publications in this field. 

These commissions, it said, should 
work “not only to give timely warning to the 
faithful about writings that are unreliable 


- in doctrine but also and especially to 


acquaint them with works that can nourish 
and support their faith.” 


On the pastoral level it also addressed 
the role of theologians and that ‘of 
preachers and catechists. 


“THE DIFFICULTIES connected with 
these questions impose serious 
obligations on theologians, whose 
function is indispensable. Accordingly 
they have every right to encouragement 
from us and to the margin of freedom 
lawfully demanded by their methodology. 


“We must however unceasingly remind 
Christians of the church’s teaching, which 
is the basis both of Christian life and of 
scholarly research. 


“Efforts must also be made to ensure 
that theologians share in our pastoral 
concern, so that their studies and 
research may not be thoughtlessly set 


before the faithful, who today tnore than 
ever are exposed to dangers to their faith,” 
said the letter. 


ON THE LEVEL of popular teaching, the 
congregation opposed _ oversimplified 
popular presentation of the church's 
belief in life after death. 


“All those who are commissioned to 
transmit these points (in religious 
education) must have a clear idea of 
them,” the letter said. 


“We must therefore provide them with 
the means to be firm with regard to the 


essence of the doctrine and at the same - 


time careful not to allow childish or 
arbitrary images to be considered truths of 
faith.” 


THE TITLE OF the _ congregation 
document was “Letter on Certain 
Questions Concerning Eschatology.” 
Eschatology is the theological term that 
refers to a study of Christian beliefs 
pertaining to death and life after death. 


In speaking of heaven, hell and 
purgatory, the letter began with describing 
the essence of what the church believes: 
happiness of the just with Christ, eternal 
punishment for the sinner, deprived of the 
sight of God, and possible purification of 
the elect before they see God. 


It said this purification of the elect is 
“altogether different from the punishment 
of the damned.” Only after explaining the 
two did the letter say, “this is what the 
church means when speaking of hell and 
purgatory.” : 


Fatima youth’s sainthood cause advances 


FATIMA, Portugal (NC)—The _beatifi- 
cation process of Jacinta Marto, youngest 
of the three children who in 1917 saw the 
apparition of Our Lady of Fatima, has been 
sent to the Vatican for study after 
completing the diocesan stage in Leiria, 
Portugal. 


Carmelite Sister Lucia dos Santos is the 
only surviving person who said she saw 
several times the figure of Our Lady of 
Fatima and conversed with her from May 
to October. ; 


The main message of Our Lady of 
Fatima was that men and women amend 
their lives or face the devastations of war, 
said the children. 


Jacinta died in 1920, Francisco, the 
third youth who saw the apparitions, died 
the previous year. The site of the 
apparitions, Cova da Iria, became one of 
the world’s most famous shrines. 


Efforts for the beatification of Jacinta 
began in 1952. Church authorities expect 
to complete the diocesan study of 


“Francisco's cause in 1980. 


Close to a million pilgrims com- 
memorate the apparitions each year in 
May and October. In one of the more 
recent events, 200,000 children 
celebrated the International Year of the 
Child at the shrine.

SAN DIEGO—A six-week 
youth program is providing 
an “enjoyable and educa- - 
tional” summer for smaller 
children and the young 
people who teach and 
supervise them. 


For the third straight 
year, “the brainstorm” of 
Father Jerry Sims, pastor of 
St. Jude Shrine in South- 
east San Diego, is utilizing 
the leadership potential of 
the parish’s teenagers in 
providing a summer activi- 
ty for the youth of the parish 
area. 


ABOUT 180 children, 
ages 5-13, attend the daily 
classes in arts and crafts, 
drama, English and Span- 
ish as second languages, 
and recreation-exercise 
sessions taught by seven 
instructors, 16 years and 
older, who are assisted by 
18 volunteer aides, 14 and 
older. 


There are three class 
periods, about 50 minutes 
each, plus a recess and 
lunch in the 9 a.m.-12:30 
p.m. Monday-Friday pro- 
gram, which began June 18 
and concludes Aug. 17. 


The person responsible . 
for coordinating and super- 
vising the effort is 21-year- 
old Janie Morales, who 
during the rest of the year is 
the parish’s coordinator for 
CCD (religious education). 


BUT THIS summer 
“school” is not a religious 
program. And_ although 
sponsored by the parish, it 
is funded through govern- 
ment agencies. 

The program’s purpose, 
Morales explained, is to 
provide a summer activity” 
that can be enjoyable and 
at the same time educa- 
tional for the children. 


And for the young 
instructors, it not only gives 
them summer employment 
but affords them the 
opportunity to become 
“more mature and more 
responsible” as they plan, 
teach and control their 
classes, which may have up 
to 40 youngsters at. one 
time, Morales explained. 


BUT WITH the volunteer 
aides the student-to-staff 


ratio in class is about 10 to 
1, Morales added: 


-Among the “teachers” 
are Moises Ploneda, 19, 
who has been an instructor 
each year since the 
program began. 


In charge of the arts and 
crafts class for 10-13 year 
olds, Ploneda is currently 
teaching them howto make 
macrame necklaces. 


EVERYTHING goes pretty 
smoothly but just as in evey 
school there are a- few 
trouble-makers; he said.

be skillfully performed and should lead to a catharsis,” he 
said. 

Essential to a meaningful liturgies are. skillfully 
performed music, singing, praying, reading commentary 
and graceful movements by the congregation, such as 
when genuflecting and praying, he said. 


“Authentic liturgy is inspiring, healing, and contributes” 
to a metanoia (Greek for conversion—change of heart),” 
he said. : 


Father Rivers quoted the late Pope Pius VI, saying, “‘No 
liturgy is considered authentic that doesn't lead to 
conversion.’ 


“HOW DO YOU know when you have experienced a good 
liturgy?” he asked. “How do you:know when you have had a 
good meal? You feel it!” he exclaimed. 


“We are surrounded by ineffective liturgies and we don’t 
know it.” He said effective liturgies are learned by 
experiencing them. 


There:is not one liturgical center in the world where the 
liturgical experience can be explored, taught and 
experienced, the black liturgist said. “| may start one yet,” 
he said with a gleam in his eye, but it takes money, he 
added. 


IN CRITICIZING what he calls the church's non- 
acceptance of black or African culture, Father Rivers said, 
“The church is not Catholic. Itis European. 


“Blacks are not an integral part of the church in the’ ~ 


United States. We are not integrally represented,” he said. 


“The only way for blacks to come on equal footing in the 
U.S. church is to have enough political power in the 
church. We need black bishops capable of turning 
attention to the needs of blacks.” 

THE HISPANICS are achieving that political power 
because of their numbers, he said. But the black Catholic 
community is much smaller, he.added. 

He suggests that the church should make bishops 
responsible for groups within the church instead of 
geographic territories. 

But wouldn't this contribute to a divided church rather 
than a unified one? 5 


Father Rivers answered, “We can’t be divided any more 
than we are now!”

Resigned HEW head 
sought justice for all 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The tenure of 
any Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare is of interest to Catholics 
because of the issues the department 
handles. Joseph Califano’s tenure at 
HEW is of particular interest because 
Califano is an active Catholic. 


Msgr. Lawrence Corcoran, execut- 
ive director of the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities, says 
Califano’s liberal social philosophy 
was shaped by both his immigrant, 
working-class experience and_ his 
exposure to Catholic social teaching, 
especially the social encyclicals of 
Popes Leo XIII and Pius XI. 


CALIFANO discussed his social 
philosophy in an interview with 
National Catholic News Service in 
January, 1978. At that time he said 
government's function is to assure 
justice for its people. 


Califano talked about the relation- 
ship of religion to politics in a 
commencement address at the 
University of Notre Dame last May. 


He said that to expect a Catholic 
public official to do less than to assert 
his private convictions in public life 
“would be to ask that official to leave 
his conscience at home.” 

“BUT,” HE SAID, “if public policy is 
to serve the common good of a 
fundamentally just society, it must be 
brewed in a cauldron of competing 
values—like freedom, equity, order, 
economic justice. 


“A public official who fails to weigh 
all these competing values serves 
nei.ner private conscience nor public 
morality. Indeed, he offends both.” 


The most obvious example of 
conflict between private conscience 
and public morality involving Califano 
concerns abortion. 


CALIFANO SAID he shares Carter’s 
position on abortion—he is personally 
opposed to abortion; opposes a 
constitutional amendment on the 
issue; opposes federal funding for 
abortion and supports alternatives to 
abortion. 


Califano’s successor, Patricia 
Harris, has indicated that she does 
not personally share Carter's position 
and favors federal funding of 
abortion, but that she will carry out his 
policies. 


Califano, because he is a Catholic, 
received an unusual amount of 
attention in implementing the 
president's policy and the law; he 
could never do enough to please 


many right-to-lifers and he was 
criticized by pro-abortionists who said 
he was imposing his religious beliefs 
on public policy. 


BOTH GROUPS angered Califano, 
who argued that his private beliefs did 
not affect his ability to enforce the law. 


But while it is difficult to determine 
where Carter's influence on abortion 
policy ends and where Califano’s 
begins, there is reason to believe that 
Califano was more sensitive to the 
problem of abortion and more 
concerned with doing something 
about it that other public officials 
might be. 


For example, Califano worked hard 
on developing alternatives to abortion 
for women with problem pregnancies 
and pushed hard to extend Medicaid 
coverage to poor women pregnant for 
the first time who might be eligible for 
a Medicaid abortion, but not for pre- 
natal care and delivery. 


CALIFANO ALSO pushed for greater 
federal support for natural family 
planning, an effort probably 
influenced by his Catholic back- 
ground. 


It’s also worth noting that at one 
point early in his term, Califano asked 
a Catholic friend to get him acopy ofa 
pastoral letter on sexuality written by 
Bishop Francis Mugavero of Brooklyn. 


Califano’s Catholic connections 
also seem to have influenced his 
handling of bioethical issues. For 
example, he appointed Jesuit Father 
Richard McCormick, a moral 
theologian at Georgetown University, 
to his Ethics Advisory Board. 


ON ANOTHER issue, Califano 
angered many Catholics by his 
handling of tuition tax credits. 


He said in his NC interview, “I guess 
| have to say in all candor that in a 
pluralistic society with a whole set of 
needs—including needs as urgent 
and desperate as malnutrition and 
abject poverty, tremendous health 
care needs for poor people, 
educational needs for very poor 
people—somehow or other those 
individuals, whose donations to their 
church are already tax deductible, 
have got to find a way, at this point in 
time, to bear the cost of sending their 
children to a parochial schoo! or any 
other private school.” 


The quote reflects what many have 
said about Califano. He cares about 
the poor and forcefully states his 
Opinions, whatever they may be.
